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Do You Know What You Are? 


O THE AVERAGE person, man seems to be 
| little more than a material being of flesh 
and bone subject to every physical law. If 
he falls from a great height he is expected to re- 
ceive mortal injuries. If he drinks poison, it is 
supposed that he must perish. If he is exposed to a 
so-called deadly disease, it is believed that he will 
contract it and suffer from it. It seems, judging by 
appearances, that man can trace every indisposition 
of the body to some injury, to some excess or lack, 
to food, or to the influence of some material law. 
But deep down in your heart, do you want to 
believe that man is such a weak, helpless creature? 
Have you not always felt, even before you knew of 
Truth, that there is something in you that makes 
you want to master every one of these depressing 
ideas ? Of course you have! 

Jesus had tremendous influence with the people 
because He demonstrated transcendent power and 
because He claimed that all men could do likewise. 
Jesus proved that man is a spiritual being, possess- 
ing power and mastery over every adverse influ- 
ence, By His own example He made it clear that 
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man inherits Godlikeness and a native divinity that 
lift him above the influence of material force. 

Jesus is our example of perfect man, the su- 
preme model of what you can be when you truly 
know yourself to be a child of God, For He seemed 
to be subject to no material law except when He 
permitted Himself to be. He could go for days 
without food because His life was sustained by 
forces higher than material. He could make His 
body invisible at will, could walk on water, and 
travel instantly wherever He desired. He changed 
water into wine, stilled the tempest, healed every 
ill, mastered death. 

His greatness and power reveal the intrinsic 
greatness that lies in man, Jesus could not have 
been a mere wielder of a magic power possessed by 
Him alone. All men must possess the power to do 
what He did, else He would not have commanded 
men to do as He had done. How compassionately 
did He insist that His Father was our Father, that 
we, like Him, had our origin in heaven, that in no 
vital essential were we unlike Him! His power is 
man’s power, not magic but natural once we come 
to understand it. 

The mission of Jesus was not alone by visible 
proofs to reveal the superiority of man. Jesus spent 
much time in teaching His fellow men how man’s 
birthright is to be gained, how man may discover 
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what he is in the sight of God: a divine being. 

Jesus knew what He was. He knew Himself 
from the divine standpoint, and this knowledge 
enabled Him to face anything in a masterful and 
conquering way. Jesus could not fear, because He 
knew that He transcended any experience, in- 
dividual, or group. He could never experience con- 
fusion because He was convinced that He could 
call on infinite wisdom. His faith, His love, His 
power were all founded on the unshakable rock of 
understanding. His conviction of Truth made Him 
impervious to every touch of mortality. 

Because Jesus so wonderfully showed us the 
truth in His own life, we know what man is, what 
you are, You are not flesh and bone; you have a 
destiny infinitely greater than subjection to ma- 
teriality. There is that in you which is superior to 
every circumstance, something divine, perfect, 
Godlike. When you understand these glorious 
facts about yourself with dynamic assurance, you 
will drop every false concept, you will cease look- 
ing out on the world timidly and fearfully. Instead 
you will know that your place is one of heavenly 
dominion, that your part in life is in all respects to 
follow Jesus’ inspiring example. 

It is vitally important that you know what you 
should be able to accomplish, but it is even more 
important that you know 4ow you are to be able to 
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accomplish it. More important than attaining your 
wonderful goal of divine mastery is the knowledge 
of how to get there. 

You will know how to accomplish your ends if 
you learn to think of yourself in the right light. 
For example, do you think of your body as prac- 
tically all of you and as wanting and demanding 
many things before you can have happiness and 
satisfaction? Then you have missed a very won- 
derful and revealing truth. For there is something 
in you that is of infinitely greater importance than 
your body and that is so superior to it that the body 
always appears in the role of an obedient servant 
to it. 

Your body is helpless without something higher 
to guide it. If you walk or perform some action, 
you know instinctively that it is not the body that 
does this. You, because you are Spirit, have divine 
power to direct your body and guide its action. 
You are the ruler, the king on the throne of your 
world. Now if you can dictate terms to your body 
in some instances and it carries them out, is it not 
desirable that you should be able to dictate terms 
to it under all circumstances ? 

This is exactly the goal toward which man is 
working. When man gains conscious control of his 
body, he will never die. He will be able to nullify 
the body’s weight and its apparent solidity. This 
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will enable him to walk on water and through 
walls, like Jesus, should occasion demand it. If we 
are not at present concerned with the attainment of 
such great powers, there are other situations over 
which we do desire to acquire mastery. Complete 
control of the body will give us perfect health, 
freedom from slavery to any physical appetite, end- 
less strength and masterly skill in the performance 
of any act. Such control will free us from so-called 
infectious diseases, insure us against harm or ac- 
cident, and make us superior to the effects of 
climate. 

Because mind and body are interrelated, control 
of the body means that there will be control of the 
mind also. Mastery of the mind forever frees one 
from confusing thoughts, from habits of dwelling 
on undesirable situations, enables one to cast out 
fear, doubt, indecision. Temptation would not in- 
fluence us, the acts of others would not disturb our 
tranquillity, We could ever remain serene and 
poised. 

The key to conscious control of mind and body 
lies in learning what you are. No doubt you will 
agree to the statement that man is threefold: body, 
mind, and Spirit. This does not mean that your 
body is one being, your mind another, and your 
Spirit a third. You are one, not three, and while 
you have a body and a mind, it is your Spirit that 
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defines you, that links you with God and infinite 
power. Neither your body nor your mind deter- 
mines what you are or what you are to manifest. 
“Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it 
doth not yet appear what we shall be.” 

When you say “I” you should always mean the 
most interior part of you, Spirit, that which is 
Godlike. Spirit is your real self, what you are re- 
gardless of what your mind or body manifests. 
Your body may indicate one negation and your 
mind another, yet your real self, your spiritual 
“I,” is always perfect, always free and whole. 

When the body seems in pain, or the mind is 
confused, do you say “I am in pain” or “I am con- 
fused”? Then you utter falsities that rob you of 
your divinity. For what occurs physically or men- 
tally can never affect the Spirit which you are. 
What goes on in the mind does not touch your “I.” 
Your “I,” being spiritual, is ever on a plane higher 
than the body or the mind. The body may go 
through ten thousand changes and the mind may 
wander in a maze of darkest ignorance, but the 
Spirit, the real “I” that is you, remains always im- 
movable, untouchable, unaffected. 

Now, if someone should declare an inspired 
truth about man, do you not perceive that it refers 
to your real self, your spiritual “I,” right this in- 
stant? You—your spiritual “I’’—are a transcendent 
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being. You live and move and breathe in the at- 
mosphere of God. You are made in the image and 
likeness of the most High. (Your Spirit “I” is the 
image and likeness of God, Spirit.) You are ever 
whole and perfect, because your spiritual “I” 
could never be otherwise. You are supreme and 
powerful, because Spirit is ever so. 

Having learned what you are, what your “I” 
refers to, watch your thoughts and words. No 
longer accept or affirm untruths about your real 
self. Instead strive to enlarge your vision of your 
self, your possibilities, your innate perfection. 
Daily express that which you so clearly perceive to 
be true and life will take on new color for you. 
You cannot then feel under the influence of other 
people, nor will you be fearful of any untoward 
circumstance. You will know that the real you 
alone decides and determines the circumstances of 
your life. You will then be in fact lord of mind, 
ruler of body, king of all your world. Master of 
your thought world and of every mental process, 
you will abide continually in the presence of the 
kingdom of heaven; and “all these things shall 
be added unto you.”
